I. History and Graeco-Roman periods of Trade and even Forms of Capital in 
its Trajectory of History 


When of course the retail trade of shipping merchants then is also forms of capital 
such as forms of coffee shops in the present context of India or for that matter the 
problem for Cuba and Algeria which then is to produce coffee and plantation 
histories to constitute a capital-form which then is in history also the forms of 
merchantile capital in Italian Roman city-states which created forms of Piazzos in 
the modern sense of European architecture, which then is also the problem of forms 
of production processes including production relations which were forms of music, 
and festivals in the Greek cities which then is all the repetition of recent music 
listening forms at home in a personal trope of my own love for Althusserian music 
like Arthur Koestler which then is the whole world of Graeco-Roman expanse in 
different configurations of city life. 


II. Graeco-Roman, Medieval and Formal Interpretation of Existence in 
Historicality 


And so the production of history is then a quantitative science, it has price-series 
and other such names for in fact number, or numerical series, which then is scales 
of economics or even sociological numbers which produces the meaning of 
mathematics for existence because mathematics, physics and even biology by now 
are purely scientific exercises in the sense of dense datum and even presentation 
and ontological reference which is finally at the level of abstraction of infinite 
numbers, which is supposed to be traversing us in forms of production and loss 
accounts for some type of mathematical life anyway. But instead economics and 
sociology, even history is above presentation and can organise a social humanities 
of science which can be called as it used to be in Greek Agoras, the eidos which 
then organizes the Platonic Ideal Object to its empirical life as eidos, or Greek 
language. 


III. The Problem of Consciousness and the Problem of Psychology in Husserl 
and Mathematics and History - an Important Work for Sirohi’s current 
condemnation of Badiouianism 


The discussion in Husserl on the entry of psychology into the interpretation of far 
rights, and even fascism when it is so scientific the world, is then how Husserl 
argues a non-psychological voice is scientific, and produces a scientific 
temperament and even the Prophet is just that objectivity and is as irrelevant as the 
past and future jokes on Quran, which means that everything scientific is actually 
the correct idea of history, praxis and journalism. 


Badiou is too psychologist in fact in his reading of objective phenomenology as in 
fact following a transcendental of a world but also adding mathematics to it, 
actually this is correct but in the sense of philosophy in Sirohi which produces the 


word “elegant” as mathematical enough to understand an infinite situation which is 
actually in some studies of Weber on mathematics - the P u Q of in fact the man and 
his cushion which appears imaged and psychological and Badiouian, because 
actually it means something like hard symbols only which Cantor interprets 
theology and life through. 


The difference in Sirohi is that mathematics is always a metaphor for mathematics, 
like a matheme, not the strict science because that would be too dense, like 
Anindya Bhattacharya argues - mathematics is ontology and presentation of course 
and infinite multiplicity but in a dense form which means a disenchanted 
mathematical raw data, and Sirohi argues best that humanities is above that as its 
experience which means lived experience and its poetic forms because that is open 
to receive the correct number as a price-tag on a pager which then is how 
deconstruction fits Godel, though Godel is about limited topoi and relativity in the 
sense of even physics or perhaps one can say topoi applied to number which about 
the price-tag at Platonic levels of abstraction, which means it is only the sense of 
number which is in Sirohi the repetition of the word “infinite” or “Aleph.”
